Atrocious Conspiracy. to Murder 
the Selicitor the Ninth Judi- 
cial Circuit of Alabama--Defiance 
to Civil Law. 


As far as we have been able to learn, the 
following are the facts in regard te the 
conspiracy to murder Joseph B. McDon-' 
ald, Esq., Solicitor of the Ninth Judicial 
Circuit of Alabama: | 

On the evening of the 24th of June, ata 
Masonic festival in Dadeville, Tallapoosa 
county; Alabama, of which Mr. McDonald 
was a manager, having also delivered the 
oration for the day, a young man, named 
William. Turner, was guilty of some mis- 
conduct for which Mr. McDonald reproved 
him, and some misunderstanding ensued. 
The next morning, however, Mr. rem al 
ald was informed by friends that the affair 
was adjusted. About 8 o’clock, one Addi- 
con Turner calléd Mr. McDonald out into 
the square—and not more than five min- 
utes’ before he had remarked. that he was 
perfectly satisfied about McD.’s-conduct— 
and there, as Mr. McDonald stated when 
he was informed by the physician that he 
had not ten minutes to live, he (Turner) 
told him he was perfectly satisfied; and as 
McD. turned from him, Turner cut him 
from the base of the skull at the back of 
the neck around almost to the corner of 
the mouth, on the left side, severing the 
facial branch of the carotid artery; and as 
McD. attempted to ward off another blow, 
eut him again, directly underneath. and 
nearly as lengthy, but potasdeep.
